2. It was rumored widely in Ptyongyang on 14 August that an unidentified new 
type jet plans, not yot flown outside the USSR, is able to reach the United 
States within six hours, and that there aro suicide pilots ready to fly 
these plates to the United States to retaliate if the United States .ton 
bombs the USSK as a result of the failure of tho Kaesong talks. 
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
